cial Board of Health, in my opinion, 
represent the most practical meth- 
od of dealing with communicable 
diseases. I do not think there is 
much argument with the majority 
of these regulations, but the recent 


changes in the regulations con- 
cerning Scarlet Fever and Strep- 
tococeal Throat infections have 
caused a certain amount of con- 


troversy. 

I do not think that the changes 
represent the ideal way of dealing 
with the diseases, but I certainly 
think they are the most practical 
method. At this time of year, at 


any rate in this district, throat 
infections with Streptococci have 
been so common, that to isolate | 


children with the infectoins and to 
quarantine their contacts, would 
each year involve closing a nmum- 
ber of schools and prohibition of 
many public gatherings. 

In addition adults are very lable 
to Streptococeal sore throats, even 
though they do not usually get the 
rash of Scarlet Fever. There is no 
logical reason why they and their 
contacts should not also be isolated 
and quarantined. These would be 
drastic measures for q disease that 
nowadays, js not usually severe in 
itself and only rarely leads to 
complications. Furthermore, the 
complications practically never ar- 
ise in cases that have received 
treatment, and you will note that 
the change in the regulations re- 
fers only to the contacts of cases, 
not the cases themselves, who still 
have to be isolated so that they 
will get treatment. 

In this Health Unit area, so far 
this year, the incidence of these 
diseases seems to have been less 
than usual. The City of Calgary, 
however, did have a considerable 
increase over their usual number 
of cases, A remark by the Mbdi- 
cal Officer of Health of the City 
brought the controversy to a head. 

He was reported in the press as 


saying the increased number of 
cases Was directly due to the 
changes in the regulations. This 


remark Was at best an over simpli- 
fication, and ignores the fact that 
this year, in Canada as a whole, 
there have been more than twice 
the number of cases than were re- 
ported in 1958, and that eight of 
the provinces where no changes in 
regulations have been made report 
increases over last year, Some of 
these increases have been tenfold.

CALGARY: CITY OF

It is perfectly obvious to most 
people, including dog owners, that 
a man who drives a car is respon- 
sible for the control of that car.

SWEET CLOVER WEEVILS 

Sweet clover weevils are a ma- 
jor pest of sweet clover, which is 
widely grown in Western Canada. 
When seedling plants first emerge 
from the ground in early spring 
the small leaves may be eaten by 
the weevils, in which case the 
plants die. Such poor stands are 
often mistaken for poor germin- 
ation of the seed. Farmers should 
familiarize themselves with this 
characteristic plant injury. 

The adult, which is a small dark 
grey snout bettle about 3/16 of an 
inch in length, feigns death and 
lies motionless on the ground when 
disturbed and is difficult to detect. 
The winter is passed in the adult 
stage in trash, litter, or top soil. 
The adults become active about the 
time second year sweet clover be- 


'gins to come green. 


Within the net several weeks 
close watch should be 
by means of frequent inspections. 
Evidence of their presence can be 
easily detected. Small crescent 
shaped pieces will be missing from 
the edge of the leaves, As time 
goes on their appetite grows and 
they will devour more and more 
of the foilage and if no steps are 
taken to control them they will in- 
evitably denude the plants of their 
leaves and they will die, 
Chemical control is effective and 
not very costly, about 75¢ per acre 
for material, The ordinary weed 
sprayer set to deliver about 86 to 
10 gallons of water per acre is the 
best line of defence. Insecticides 
are very poisonous and must be 
handled with extreme caution. For 
example, if a nozzle on your ma- 
chine plugs up, don't put the nozzle 
against your lips t oblow it clear, 
use @ Worn out tooth brush instead.

Bloat is of concern to all cattle- 
men, losses occur both on pasture ion 
and in feedlots from it. It is com- 
mon to all ruminants, cattle, sheep 
and goats, these animals have a 
stomach with four compartments. 
One compartment, the paunch, is 
where feed breakdown begins, gas 
formed here is naturally belched 
off. When an animal loses the 
ability to belch off the gas, bloat 
results. 

There are various causes of this, 
some fully understood, some not. 
Overeating, overdrinking, sudden 
feed changes, certain gas producing 
feeds, lack of stomach activity, all 
can be causes of bloat. In most 
cases when herds are receiving the 
same treatment only certain indi- 
viduals succumb to bloat. Treat- 
ments vary and response together 
with recovery differs in individual 
animals and in different herds. 

Much research has been carried 
out to find more answers to this 
There are many ques- 
tions still unanswered but some 
general precautions are fairly firm- 
ly established now, As most of the 
trouble occurs in pastures the first 
precautions to consider are those 
concerned with pasturing, 

The pasture mixture should not 
contain high levels of legumes, these 
crops are more gas producing. Per- 
centage of leguities should be kept 
down to one third or less. Water 
should be available at reasonable 
distances from grazing areas. A 
;supply of dry feed, hay stack, straw 
stack, ete., should be in pasture 
fields so cattle can have access to 
some dry feed. Cattle should not 
be hungry when turned onto new 
pastures. 

Minerals should be provided with 
cattle having free access too them. 
Lack of sufficient minerals are det- 
jrimental to the livestock's well be- 
| ing and can be a predisposing fac- 
| tor to inactive stomach — action 
he ch reduces belching. 

Avoid unnecessary 
seh may be brought to the herd 
by flies, dogs, rough herding, ete.; 
By will cwuse unrest and hunger 
to the animals and results in rapid 
gorging with resulting bloat.

statement issued by the minister 
of health in the Edmonton Journal 

February 6th, 1959: 

Health Minister Dr. J. Donovan 
Ross said Thumsday he doubts a 
telaxation of quarantine regula- 
tions has anything to do with an 
dncrease in the incidence of 6car- 
let Fever in Calgary. 

Calgary's medical health officer 
has expressed alarm over the up- 
surge in Scarlet Fever cases, and 
has suggested it might be due to 


unsuspecting carriers being at 
large. 
Last September the quarantine 


regulations were changed on rec- 
ommendation of the provincial 
board of health, to provide a seven 
to 21-day quarantine only for per- 
sons suffering from the disease. 
Quarantines for possible con- 
tacts were lifted. The only restric- 
tion remaining is one that prevents 
any contact who handles unpast- 
eurized milk from carrying on his 


occupation during the quarantine 
period. 
Under the old regulation, con- 


tacts under 18 living in the same 
house as the victim could be quar- 


antined for the full period. Con- 
tacts over 18 who work at food 
handling were restricted from 
working. 


Dr. Ross said the changes were 
made at the request of municipal 
health officers. 

Health officials felt the relaxa- 
tion was warranted in view of the 
effectiveness of new antibiotics in 
combating Scarlet Fever, the min- 
ister said. 

He added it probably is an “un- 
fortunate coincidence" that the 
disease is breaking out heavily a 
few months after the new regula- 
tions went into effect. An in- 
crease in the incidence is normal 
for this time of year, he said. 

Dr, Ross said health officials 
will watch the situation, and if it 


appears that stricter regulations 
are needed “we won't hesitate to 
change them.”
